I[t is of white china silk trimmed with small pink 
roses. The materials required are two yards of silk, 354 vards of 
pink ribbon and one pound of cotton batting. 

Take one yard of the silk and mark the positions of the roses. 
Arrange these in seven rows across the width and seven across the 
length, alternating four and three roses. Start the rows four inches 
from the edge. 

Baste one piece of the silk to a laver of cotton before joining 
| the other piece. Sew through the two pieces of silk and the cotton 
at the places marked for the roses. and neatly whipstiteh the four 
sides of the comforter together. To fashion the ribbon roses take 
one eighth of a yard of ribbon a half inch in width. Turn under the 
edges and crease the ribbon at the center. Roll the ribbon around 
until a center is formed and sew firmly in position. Swirl the re- 
mainder of the ribbon loosely around the heart of the rose until it 
is completed. Fasten a rose securely to each place marked on the 
comforter.

“The consideration ofthe matter of 
student activities by the committee ap- 
/pointed for that purpose last year, re- 
sulted in the adoption of the so-called 
‘point system’——-a phrase which falls all 
too glibly from undergraduate lips upon 
the ears of an interested but somewhat 
puzzled alumnae bdédy. Ve know what 
it is, but how does it work?’ seems to 
describe our situation. The aim of the 
plan, as outlined last year, is not only 
to prevent an over-emphasis on this part 
of college life by the individual student, 
but also to ‘secure,’ as President Burton 
states it, ‘more equitable distribution of 
work and honor.’ It is based upon tne 
time required by each position held.” 

The rules of the “point system,” Miss 
Angell says, are that a student may not 
hold more than 10 points at any time, 
with the following exceptions and re- 
strictions:

The newest school of painters say that 
they are not trying to paint nature ob- 
jectively, as do even the post-impression- 
ists in some degree. Instead, they are 
trying to express in paint the mood 
evoked in them by seeing the object. 

Picabia, one of the Spanish futurists, 
now resident in America, gives the fol- 
lowing explanation: “The objective rep- 
resentation of nature through which the 
painter used to express his subject no 
Jonger suffices for the fulness of his new 
consciousness of nature. 

“When we look at a tree we are con- 
scious not only of its outside appearance 
but also of some of its properties, its 
qualities and its evolution. Our feelings 


before this tree are the result of this |. 


knowledge acquired by experience 
through analysis; hence the complexity 
of this feeling cannot be expressed simply 
by objective and mechanical representa- 
. tion. 

“If we grasp without difficulty the 
meaning and the logic of a musical work 
it is because this work is based on the 
jaws of harmony and composition of 
which we have either the acquired knowl. 
eige or the inherited knowledge. These 
laws are the objectivity of painting up to 
the present-time. The new form of paint- 
ing puzzles the public only because it 
does not find in it the old objectivity and 
does not yet grasp the new objectivity. 

“The laws of this new convention have 
as yet been hard)y formulated, but they 
will become gradually more defiged, just

PANAMA, C> Z. To form part of the 
dredging equipment for use in emergency 
wogk in the Culebra cut section, re- 
qyisition has been made on Washington 
for six dump barges with a capacity of 
1000 eubie yards each, to be used in con- 
nection with the l5-cubie yard dipper 
dredges, recently contracted for with the 
Bucyrus Company of South Milwaukee, 
Wis. These barges are to be delivered at 
some Atlantic or Pacific port of the 
United States for towing to the isthmus 
by Jan. 1, 1914. 

The specifications call for barges of 
1000 cubic yards capacity when level 
full with top of hopper coaming. The 
largest barges in the cana! service at the 
present time have a'capacity of 500 
cubie yards each. Each barge is to be 
160 feet long, with depth, molded,‘ of 
not more than I13ft. tin., and is to 
have a 30-inch freeboard when fully 
loaded. | 

The hoppers are not to be more than 
four in number to each barge, with » 
minimtum width of 12 feet at the bottom 
and are to be provided with doors open- 
ing to their full size at bottom. The 
hopper doors are to be of wood 10 inches 
thick, lined with steel plate. They are 
to be dropped by manual power, and 
lifted by steam, or other approved 
method, the mechanism to be located on 
one side of the hopper. 

The hoppers are to be provided with 
watertight bulkheads extending between 
them to the deck. The bulkheads forming 
the ends of the hoppers are to extend 
entirely across the barge frames to floor 
deck and side beams, and are to be made 
of steel plate wejghing 12.7 pounds to 
the square foot.

DUCK ON THE ROCK 


LAYING space 20 feet by 30 feet 

is needed for the game Duck on 
the Rock; players 6 to 2. 
end is placed a stone about a cubic 
foot in size called the rock; each 
player has a small stone about the 
size of a baseball, These being the 
ducks. A goal line is drawn about 
25 feet from the rock or duck-perch, 
and putting lines radiate from the 
rock to the goal. 

To begin the game, each player 
tosses his duck toward the rock and 
the ome which lies farthest away 
becomes duck on the rock, while 
others secure stones and stand behind 
goal... The object of the players now 
is to toss their stones and displace 
the duck on rock and then return to 
the goal line with their ducks be- 
fore the guard can replace the duck 
on rock and tag them. Anyone 
missing the duck must await a favor- 


Near one | 


able opportunity to secure his duck 
and run “home.” as he is liabie to te 
caught by the guard whenever he 
touches his duck. But the guard 
must replace his duckon rock betore 
he may tag anyone and the players 
keep each other informed by calling 
“Duck's off” when it is displaced. 

A player caught outside goal after 
touching his duck becomes the new 
duck-guard. The guard, when catch, 
ing a player, may be required to say 
“guard duck” to make his play count, 
for if the player caught ean shout 
“double duck” first, both players 
must occupy the rock, each guarding 
his own duck. A player at goal may 
relieve one in the field by making his 
duck strike the other, called “kissing.” 

This game may be played in-doors 
using a soft material ball or Indian 
club for the rock, and beaw bags for 
ducks, The floor may be covered with 
mats to prevent noise and rolling of 
balls.—School Education.

Whatever may be 
the criticiam of Indians who have been 
subjected to echeming that has worked 
such detriment to the best relationship 
between the red man and the white, the 
younger people appear conscious of the 
many advantages accruing to them from 
an cducational institution like Carlisle. 

The increased attendance at the gov- 
ernment school in Pennsylvania testi- 
fies to the interest shown in affording 
Indian young men and women a chance 
to equip themselves for the 
battle. Each commencement 
since the establishment the school 
in IS79 has been an improvement on its 
predecessor. The word Carlisle sounds 
the opening welcome for the Indian to 
draw nearer the nation. Since M. 
Friedman has been superintendent of the 
United States.Indian school at Carlisle, 
each year shows marked progress in the 
work of the institution. 

It was on Oct. 6, 1879, that the first 
party. 82 Indians, reached the school to 
become pioneers in an educational enter- 
prise that has hed far-reaching effect. 
These Indians came from the Sioux re- 
servation. The first comers were fol- 
lowed by another party numbering 47, 
whieh reached Carlisle the following 
month, and consisted of members of the 
Kiowa, Cheyenne and Pawnee tribes.

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= j HE prayer cf Christian Science 
is the affirmation of the allness 
of God, good, which denies the 
claims and manifestations of 
evil any place, power, or activ- 
ity in consciousness or e¢eXxpe- 
rience. There should be no ques- 
tion ,of difference between the prayers 
of Christian Scientists and those of 
other Christians. If results indicate that 
the former know better how to »ray 
than the latter, it need not be assumed 
that they pray, longer or more earnestly. 
God is no respecter of persons. Why 
then does he not answer one prayer 18 
readily as another? The Christian 
Scientist may ahswer for his brother as 
he would for himself, that if he has 
asked and received not it is because he 
has asked amiss. True prayer is indeed 
always already answered, for “before 
they call | will answer; and while they 
are yet speaking, I will bear.” 

When the disctples failed to heal the

UR ancestors, by a wise negligence in the home government for nearly 200 years, came to be the best prepared 

people there were in the world for self-government. Take the town of Norwich, and see how those 35 men 
and the people who followed them made up a government; how they were conscious of the responsibility that 
they took upon themselvés when they attempted a government, a government of liberty. regulated by law.

Regarding Zea Mays 


SK an American country lad what 

tea Mays is ami he w)'! shake bu 
head. When vou say maize he brightens 
up considerably and when edd 
Indian corn he shakes you hear: iy by 
the hand as having hed a good joke with 
him. For fea mays is the pretty name 
which savants give to Indian corn. It 
m said that Braunfels applic! the name 
tea as early as 1530 to the plant brought 
from the American burope 
Linnaeus affixed it Iman corn 
1737. Though zea mays is not known 
now in the wild state it to 
native Americe, 
Indians were found cultivating it when 
the Europeans Giset sailed to the 
world. 

Zea is from a Greek word applied to 
fodder that given 
the fine of sweet 
indeed a dishéit for a king, though | 
1s perhaps no plant where a wider scale 
of excellence may be commonly found 
than in corn, more Varieties the 
species. From the red corn and the bril 
lant orange-hued sort recently cultivated 
to the palest cream color, fairly white, 
even including a purple or blue color 
this fruit of the maize is of marvelous 
diversity 

It is of course to be remembered that 
when the translators of the English 
Bible gave the word corn to certain 
grains mentioned in the Bible they used 
the word in its earlier meaning of the 
kernela of any grain. Even the Cen 
tury dictionary does not define the 
word corn as maize, but merely shows it 
among the fine type variations of the 
word under the head sweet corn and 
promptiy refers us to maize, whence we 
are sent to zea for the picture of the 
grain. Maize is really one of the most 
interesting of plants from the botanica! 
standpoint, for zea mays i«4 said to be 
the only species of the genus zea, which 
in turn is called one of the tribe of 
maydae, which are grasses. Botaniste 
describe it as like sorghum and sugar 
cane in its habits.

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EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Saturday, April 19, 1913 
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PROBABLY never before has the business 
world been in more pressing need of new 
capital than at present. New financing must 
be done by various countries on an enormous 
scale in the immediate future and many cor- 
f ; porations are obliged to enter the money 
Situation market for funds at a time when money is 

scarce and rates are high. It is believed that 
Ks within tite next few years the bond and note 
— |. issues to be floated will run into many hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. Many institutions have been holding off 
their increase in indebtedness in the hope that a more favorable time 
will appear. It is said that these delayed undertakings in this coun- 
try alone amount to several billions of dollars. But there is little 
cncouragement to be held out to these corporations in the way of 
casier money rates. The funds now hoarded abroad on account of 
the Balkan war will be quickly absorbed when released. Ihe nor- 
mal demands of business are heavy and will increase when peace has 
been declared and confidence has been restored throughout the world. 
Temporarily easier conditions in the money market should obtain. 
The reduction this week in the minimum rate of discount by the Bank 
of Ingland’ reflects the easier tendency abroad. But it would be 
remarkable if money should be in as plentiful supply as it has been. 
The indications are that it will be four or five years before the finan- 
cial needs of the world gre satisfied. Some of the larger interests 
already have come to this conclusion and are preparing to go ahead 
with their financing, paying more for their borrowings than they 
ever have done before. 

‘There has been some recession in general business lately, but 
the decline is comparatively insignificant, as shown by the continued 
heavy bank clearings. The western railroads outside of the flooded 
district report traffic increases over last year, a very encouraging 
sign when it is considered that this time last year the roads were 
enjoying large gains over the preceding year. Industries that will 
be directly or indirectly affected by the tariff reductions are moving 
cautiously. This attitude will probably continue until the new tariff 
law has been enacted. Equipment companies report a slowing down, 
due it is said, to the higher prices demanded for cars. However, the 
needs of the railroads are still urgent, and if general traffic con- 
tinues of the same volume as it has been, many more cars and loco- 
motives are vet to be purchased. If it had not been for untavorable 
money conditions, many more millions would have been invested in 
equipment and rails than has been the case, and it 1s only a question 
of time when such expenditures must be made whether the financial 
market be propitious or otherwise.

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THE commendable project, fostered by the 
City Club of New York city, which would 
give to dwellers in the metropolis next sea- 
son a chance to enjoy opera at rates adjusted 
to wage earners, clerks and struggling pro- 
fessional men’s incomes, has vet to be 
planned in detail and perfected. Sinews of 
war also have to be found. But the very fact 
that the project has been debated 1n serious 
conference and has such backing as it has 
among citizens of a kind who usually make their ideals come to pass, 
is a Wholesome sign of the times. So also is the plan of the super- 
visor of recreation in the same city, which, 1f approved by the mayor 
and by the park commissioner will lead to experimentation this sum- 
mer in “municipal grand opera,’ the performances to be given out- 
ot-doors and staged at six of the city’s recreation centers. English 
and Italian would be used. “Star” soloists, when secured, would be 
expected to contribute their services for the benefit of the masses. 
Admission prices would be low. 

A test performance will settle many of the problems of rendition 
and patronage involved in the experiment, provided the higher city 
authorities consent to the plan as a whole. Promoters of the scheme 
are as confident of its workability as they are of its need. Time will 
tell. ‘lhe point to be stressed here and now is the amount of interest 
and devotion ‘to the cause of popularized art that is ceasing to be 
latent and is becoming vocal and active in the metropolis. Condi- 
tions of living are altering so fast, the pace of living is so rapid, and 
the recreation place as a social anchor assumes such increased impor- 
tance, that taxpayers are willing to meet demands of the bureau 
of recreation that a decade or so ago would have been ignored with 
contempt. Consequently appropriations for pageants, dances, song- 
festivals, school tournaments and competitive athletic games in the 
parks and at the recreation centers now are made and on a scale that 
is generous and not scamped. 

What this means in the way of a happier and wholesomer view 
of living for children of the tenements and the apartments and for 
the pupils in the schools, it is difficult to express in plain prose. To 
alk this add plays and operas at all adequately rendered, and another 
phase of cultural growth will have been touched.

" we are told at the very beginning, are not to 
he made of homely slabs of bread with plenty of something between. 
No, they are to be delicate, toothsome confections. They are to be, 
in fact, little tarts, composed of a pair of shadow slices and fillings 
of olives, figs, peanut butter, sweet nuts, dates, marshmallows, 
chopped chives, anchovies, and the like. 


Can any one imagine any one else opening a picnic basket in 
the woods, on the mountain, by the lake or river or seashore, and 
handing out to the picnickers sandwiches that look and feel and 
taste like tarts? Can any one imagine any one else upsetting a plat- 
ter of delicate, toothsome confections on the big white tablecloth 
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before a hungry crowd of excursionists? What does any reasonable 
person suppose would be the upshot if an outing party of plain peo- 
ple in expectation of ‘real sandwiches should be offered, instead, a 
collection of society bon-bons? One involuntarily shudders to think 
of any of these impossibilities. , 

Call them slabs if they will. Slabs are what the lovers of real 
sandwiches like. They must be cut middling thick. They must be 
buttered middling thickly. They must have between them, beef, 
mutton, ham, eggs, chicken, in middling thick layers. They should 
be stacked or pyramided within reachable distance around the cloth. 
They should be contiguous to the lemonade and milk bottles. They 
should be eaten to such music as, “Try another—do,” “Oh, nonsense, 
what’s four?” “Have you tried one of mine?—Well, you must.” 
“What! going to quit at six—here, try this,” “If you don’t eat hear- 
tier you'll be hungry before night,” ‘“‘Come,. you all must eat these 
sandwiches or I'll have to throw them away.” 

Right now, almost at the very threshold of the sandwich season, 
in a democratic country, at the beginning of a Democratic adnun- 
istration, let society have its little toothsome confections, but let 
there be no departure from the well-filled slabs among the plain peo- 
ple. Let the commoners stand together for the sandwich of the 
fathers and the mothers, particularly of the mothers. 
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RECURRENCE on the lists of nominations to 
federal office, or among rumored appointees, 
of some of the most notable names in the his- 
tory of the South must afford satisfaction to || 
many onlookers. Extinction of families once 
conspicuous for valor, probity and ability and 
eminent as guardians of precious ideals does 
not contribute to national welfare. Perpe- 
tuity of famous families, on the other hand, 
is delightsome to contemplate, providing it 
reveals the descendant as worthy of his sire. The country having 
had recent illustrations of deterioration among scions of great men, 
welcomes the more enthusiastically the President's way of advertising 
the fact that lineage still counts in a democracy. But in order to 
count, it must have capacity to withstand and to overcome a certain 
traditional suspicion cherished by the masses against those persons 
who inherit anything, whether property or a good name. There are 
no extrinsic factors, such as go with a formal caste system where it 
exists, aiding the son of an eminent American to duplicate his father’s 
success. If such success be won, it must be through proved personal 
merit. 

A monograph that would bring together facts concerning the 
durability of families prominent in the period of the nation’s founding 
and in the period of the civil war would be worth writing, and it 
would have a larger circulation than historical monographs usually 
have. Much of the preliminary work of investigation already has 
been done through the researches that have followed organization of 
innumerable patriotic orders, such as Sons and Daughters of the 
Revolution, societies that President Wilson has recently dubbed as 
serving as “the lobe of the nation’s memory.” 

Such a survey would disclose less absolute extinction of family 
stocks than might seem likely ; but would it not also-indicate that the 
rank of the descendant, judged in terms of intellect and character, 
seldom equals that of the historic figure of the past? For instance, 
what living kinsman of the earliest of the Presidents, or of the 
leading figures in national history from 1860 to 186°, has any grip 
on the national thought today? What one of the larger figures of 
the Augustan age of American literature has a descendant conspic- 
vous in the realm of letters ? 
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upon the circus should give opportunity for a renewal of the dis- 
cussion as to whether the burden falls upon the producer or upon the 
consumer in the ultimate. If it should operate t6 reduce the size 
of the arena it might be regarded as a good thing for all. 
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IN AN extremely interesting interview with 
the prime minister of Victoria, accorded to 
a representative of The Christian . Science 
Monitor, and published in these columns, Mr. 
Watt explains his reasons tor having been 
one of the pioneers of the woman suffrage 
movement in Australia, and the experiences 
of -it in practise which have convinced him 
of the soundness of his judgment, Mr. Watt 
spoke iaturally with reserve of the applica- 
tion of the idea to any other country. No responsible statesman 
deliberately intrudes his opinions upon the domain of the domestic 
politics of another state. Mr. Watt does not presume to speak of 
the desirability of the acceptance of the idea even by other divisions 
of the enipire. But of the success of the experiment in Victoria he 
speaks with decision and confidence. 

Mr. Watt starts with the admission that Australia, unlike the 
United Kingdom, has only a modified foreign polity. At the same 
time, Australia, he admits. must be at war if the mother country is 
at war, so that the difference is not so very enormous. There are, 
however, he points out, vast questions on which the judgment of 
women is incomparably more valuable than that of irresponsible 
youths. Such a question is that of domestic economy, which affects 
the fortunes of every household as fully as political economy does 
that of nations. Then again, Mr. Watt points out the entire absence 
of hysteria in politics, which was so freely threatened by the anti- 
suffragists when the bill was before the House. If, indeed, he had 
been in London on the night the news of the relief of Mafeking was 
received, he might have observed that hysteria is not entirely con- 
fined to women. So far from this being the case, he points out, that 
in Australia women have used the vote with “sagacity.” 

Still, like all true suffragists, Mr. Watt rests his case on prin- 
ciple. If it is right, he says, in effect, for women to enjoy the fran- 
chise, that is a good enough reason for extending it to them. He 
does not in the least fear that evil consequences will ensue from 
doing right. He has a healthy sense of the power of good; which 
leaves a fear of right doing to the prophets of evil. George Eliot's 
historic gardener would obviously have stood little chance of retain- 
ing the spoils of his masculine ignorance, at any time, in a state ruled 
by the prime minister of Victoria. The enormities of the militant 
suffragettes would fail, one imagines, to appeal to him as a reason 
for not acting on principle himself. The best answer, he remarked 
to his interviewer, to those who oppose woman suffrage, is to request 
them to formulate definitely their objectiens on the ground of prin- 


ciple. :

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Tue board ot Panama Pacific managers of 
Massachusetts have presented to the com- 
mittee on federal relations ot the Legislature 
a report in which an appropriation of $500,- 
000 is asked. to meet the cost of the common- 
wealth’s participation in the Panama-Pacific 
exposition of 1915 at San Francisco. - Of 
this sum $200,000 1s to be set aside for a 
building, and the remainder 1s to cover 
exhibits, tost of transportation, installation, 
service, etc. New York has appropriated $700,000 and Lllinois $500,- 
000 tor these purposes. Pennsylvania has appropriated $450,000 
for a building alone. Thirty-five of the states, up to the present 
time, have indicated their intention to take part in the exposition 

The arguments advanced in favor of the active participation of 
Massachusetts in this enterprise are numerous and strong. They are 
such as will occur to any thoughtful person. As one of the greatest 
among the industrial states of the Union, as one of the toremost edu- 
cationally, and as one of the first historically, it 1s emnneritly hitting 
that Massachusetts shall be represented at this great fair in an ade- 
quate and a dignified manner. To fail of representation there, tor 
any cause, would be lamentable. The event which the exposition ts 
to signalize and celebrate—the opening ot the Panama canal—ts 
one that promises to be of momentous importance to New England, 
to Massachusetts and to Boston, in that it should open to the indus- 
tries of all a market of incalculable value. The world of the East, 
like the world of the West, is impressionable. Both will meet in 
San Francisco in 1915. At that meeting Massachusetts should be 
represented in a manner commensurate with her high station in the 
American federation. It will be expected of her by the two worlds. 
She is known everywhere by her past and by her present; her future 
is a matter of universal interest. She should not, we think, fail to 
rise to world-wide expectations. 

Five hundred thousand dollars seems wone too much wherewith 
to meet the cost of this representation, but if the money shall be 
judiciously expended it will be ample. Massachusetts does not need 
to aim at mere display. Whatever she does, be it much or little, 
should be done excellently. She does not need advertising in the 
ordinary sense; she does need to make it known that she is maintaim- 
ing her well-earned prestige in every particular. Let her appear on 
the grounds in a decent house. Let her show evidences of her con- 
tinued advancement and samples of her varied industries. Let hef, 
by all means, have a well-equipped information bureau. Let her be 
as pleasant and as hospitable on the other coast @s she is on this.

between the ages of 12 and 22, leading logically to expatriation in 
jater life, that the writer of the article denounces in vigorous terms, 
and on the whole with well reasoned arguments. ' For the native of 
a new country, a Country dependent for its growth chiefly on Eure 
pean ummigration, to lose touch with the fast-moving developments 
and the fast-rising men at home is a serious matter, involving a pos- 
sible civic loss which no amount of intellectual acquisition, least of 
all those facile polyglot achievements, can properly compensate. 

Yet, the tendency is really sound.’ There is much more to it 
than the mere craving of the newly rich for display and distinction. 
lt manifestly proceeds from an economic and racial cause and may 
be interpreted as a move toward restoring a national equilibrium 
constantly disturbed by immigration. No nation can undertake to 
assimilate newcomers, even though of the same or closely allied stock, 
in the huge proportions absorbed by the Argentine Republic without 
strengthening its assimilating power by drawing liberaily on the 
superior intellectual advances of the older countries. In other words, 
in order to maintain its grip and exercise its control Over the stream 
of European labor it has to go to European ingenuity—just as much 
as to European capital—to increase its own efficiency as the dom- 
inant element. 

What is needed is not the suppression, but the regulation, of 
this tendency. Postponement of studies abroad until after the com- 
pletion of the studies at home, as the writer urges, affords no solution, 
because it implies that the parents shall leave the matter to be decided 
by the children when they are grown up, therefore substituting one 
problem for another. What is evidently at the bottom of the ques- 
tion.is ‘not so much the length of time consumed abroad as the fact 
that European conditions make inevitably for a disproportionate 
length of time. Now, there is a solution and it ts an eminently 
timely one. It is a solution attendant on the openifig of the Panama 
canal, when travel between Argentina and tite United States will no 
longer in preference be made via Europe but, by reason of a very 
notable reduction wn time—via the Bolivian, Chilean and Peruvian 
railroads in operation and under construction—will eventually tend 
to reverse the direction of traffic and acquaint the Argentines with 
the United States in the first place. 

It is in this latter country that conditions of living as of work- 
ing, make for highly concentrated effort on the basis of the new- 
world time valuation. It ts the American time valuation that would 
seen to be one of the essentials of South American education. Like- 
wise it would seem that the solution of the great.problems common 
to all young nations, but in a striking degree to the states and Argen- 
tina, must open a far more immediately prohtable field to Argentine 
students in American centers of learning and activity than anywhere 
else. Ali of which leads back to, afd is another argument in favor 
of, the advocated exchange of students between the north and the 


south.
